The fire wa s repo rted burning 
fiercely o n bo th sides o f the ra il­ 
ro a d a lo ng which the wire lines 
run, with a high wind frustra ting 
a ll effo rts a t co ntro l. 
Power lines of the Truck ee Riv ­ 
er Power company were burned 
out, crippling mines of the Com­ 
stock lode which depended upon 
the company for power. 
Embers 
from the fire were falling in Verdi 
today and ashes were carried as 
far east as Reno. 
Late reports today showed that, 
contrary to prev ious reports, the 
fire in the v icinity of El Portal, 
entrance to Yosemite v alley , had 
not crossed the south fork of the 
Merced riv er. 
The west side of 
the fire line was described as in 
“good shape” today and the east 
side as hav ing made a small break 
last night but now as undv r con­ 
trol. 
Yosemite Park , it was cm 
phasized, is not in danger. 
The only other fire of serious 
consequences was burning in the 
Merced riv er v alley a few miles 
from El Portal in the v icinity of 
Yosemite National park .

D ecla ring that the Ku Klu x Klan 
wa s an organization of Americans 
i or A m erica ns, organized to 
per­ 
petua te the ideals of the pioneers 
of Am erica , who su ffered to make 
this cou ntry free, and an organiza­ 
tion origina ted to preserv e the rights 
of ih e w hite race according to the 
idea ls laid down by these pioneers, 
Dr. Horace 
lackey , national lec­ 
tu rer for the kla n, from Atlanta, 
Ga.. a ddressed a large crowd, last 
night, on a v acant lot at the corner 
of Third and Birch streets, from a 
truck w hich bore the fiery 
cross 
and the American flag. 
The crowd was 
estim ated 
at 
4,000 persons. 
Abou t 
one-fou rth 
were women. 
>t 
‘•The Klan Is not anti-Catholic, 
Lackey sa id. “It nev er was 
and 
nev er will be, and it is 
not 
ou r 
fau lt that the Catholics are anti- 
klan becau se the klan believ es in 
separation of chu rch and state. 
"Klansmen of this cou ntry wou ld 
fight for the Catholic right to wor­ 
ship as they please; we 
do 
not 
want to deny it. and the klan is 
not at war with the Catholic people 
or any other people.” 
Lackey 
bitterly 
attacked 
the 
newspapers of the cou ntry and the 
news serv ices. He stated the As­ 
sociated Press was owned and con­ 
trolled by Catholics and Jews and 
“not a single lin6 of news that re­ 
flects credit to the klan is 
ev er 
sent ou t ov er the wire.” 
He continu ed: “The metropolitan 
newspaper are fou l and u nclean and! 
the cases are few where a 
real 
newspaper, one that 
prints

news as it takes place, is 
fou nd. 
Take the Los Angeles papers, for 
instance.

He stated that twenty -eight K lans­ 
men had been killed in Tex as since , 
the first of the y ear. 
“We giv e the right to free press 
and speech, and y et it is denied 
to u s,” he charged.
